Messrs. Da- 
vis & Adams are evidently thorough 
in their methods. In particular were 
we impressed by the fine growth of 
their yearlings and calves, of which 
they have a considerable number that 
show wonderful development for heif- 
ers of their ages.

From Munnsville to Cazenovia via 
Morrisville is a picturesque journey 
by daylight, but at night is chiefly 
interesting on account of its extra- 
ordinary hills. Cazenovia, one of the 
oldest and one of the most beautiful 
towns in central New York, is in the 
heart of a cattle district that affords 
unlimited possibilities for the student 
of dairying, but as we were due in 
New Woodstock, we left “The Linck- 
laen” at an early hour and after a six- 
mile run were soon climbing the 
height surmounted by the imposing

buildings comprising the Stanton 
group. Gaining this vantage point we 
found ourselves overlooking a pano- 
rama of wide extent and unexcelled 
beauty. At our feet lay the village of 
New Woodstock and in the distance 
to the north could be seen Cazenovia 
Lake and the spires of Cazenovia.

However, it is worth recording that on 
our arrival at the farm, we found E. 
M. in his working clothes, sweeping 
the calf barn, of which building he has 
long had the exclusive charge, the 
young stock being his especial care. 
That he is an expert in the nursery 
department is shown by the uniform 
excellence of the youngsters in the 
herd, all of whom, by their appearance 
show that they have had the right 
bringing up. 

The senior Stanton, J. A., as always, 
we found working as though every- 
thing must be done before night. Fath- 
er and son together make an effective 
combination for the carrying on of a 
business that has grown to immense 
proportions. 

In and around New Woodstock are 
a number of representative Holstein 
breeders. We spent a pleasant dinner 
hour with the good family of I. H. 
Lee, (who is a cousin to R. D. Lee of 
Cazenovia). Mr. Lee’s farm is in the 
edge of the village, just below the 
Stanton estate. This place of one 
hundred and forty acres, was pur- 
chased only a few years ago for less 
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than eighteen hundred dollars, but 
Mr. Lee, by the aid of his Holsteins 
has added improvements from year to 
year that now give the farm a market 
value of four or five times its former 
cost. 

A. L. LaMunion, a good man and 
true, is a credit to the Holstein breed- 
ing industry. His consignment in 
one of the spring sales first attracted 
public attention to the superior indi- 
vidual excellence of his cattle. 

Damon Brothers we found busy har- 
vesting buckwheat, but both were glad 
to stop and talk about Holstein cattle, 
saying that any man interested in the 
Black and White breed was always a 
welcome visitor. These brothers are 
starting out with some good founda- 
tion stock; they have already made 
creditable A. R. O. records—one of 
over 29 lb. They are bound to figure 
prominently in the future history of 
the New Woodstock breeders. 

J. A. Fuggle is an established breed- 
er and so is F. L. Freeborn. Both 
maintain herds of considerable size, 
each worthy of extended description 
in later issues of the World. 


Holsteins Make Great Showing 


There is no questioning the great 
popularity of the Holstein. The black 
and white classes at the Canadian 
National Exhibition each year bear 
strong testimony to the popularity 
of the breed. As old breeders 
drop out or take a rest for a 
year or two new breeds and exhibi- 
tors are right on hand to take their 
place and fill up the ranks. This in 
itself is a sign of vitality and growth. 
This year there were 19 herds repre- 
sented by 153 individual entries; one 
more than at the great show at Cleve- 
land the week previous, so the judge, 
W. H. Standish, of Lyons, Ohio, in- 
formed us. A. E. Hulet so successful 
last year, was not seen in the show- 
ring. Gordon Gooderham and R. F. 
Hicks had also withdrawn for the 
year. Among the new exhibitors the 
most prominent was L. H. Lipsit, of 
Straffordville. Mr. Lipsit’s herd had 
just returned froma successful tour of 
the western fairs. His cattle were in 
splendid shape, and both female cham- 
pionships fell to his lot. Others who 
were new, to the Canadian National 
at least, were R. and J. Watson, Pine 
Grove, Ont.; Fred Row, Currier’s

With such a formidable list of exhi- 
bitors competition was keer. In only 
two sections were there fewer eutries

His herd is small, but good, 
and is headed by a promising son of 
King Segis Pontiac Alcartra owned 
jointly by Mr. Lee and F. L. and I. H. 

The younger Mr. Hunt is Mas- 
ter of the New Woodstock Grange, 
and his influence is decidedly to the 
advantage of the Holstein breed in 
that locality. 

Our interviews with these and the 
other progressive dairymen whom we 
visited on this trip, were necessarily 
short; but we could not help being im- 
pressed by the prosperity in evidence 
on every Holstein farm where we 
called. Convenient barns and com- 
fortable dwellings were the rule. The 
important items of water supply and 
heating and lighting systems were 
seldom overlooked, while automobiles 
were a part of the usual farm equip- 
ment. Evidently, the farmers of Madi- 
son County are learning the value of 
the farm as a place to live as well as 
a place to work, and all—especially 
the Holstein owners—are living in 
peace and plenty.

Only brief mention can be made of 
individual entries. Watson’s Home- 
stead Colantha Prince Canary, cham- 
pion at the November fair, was de- 
clared first as mature bull last week, 
and finally as grand champion. Along 
with substance this bull has quality 
and breediness. The bull that was 
placed in third place, Prince Abbe- 
kerk Mercena, looked more of a type 
with the winner than Mr. Holtby’s 
bull in second place, but both were 
good enough to leave room for differ- 
ence of opinion. As junior champion 
Kelly has a classy yearling in Dot’s 
Bully Dot. Particularly in hindquar- 
ters did it excel as compared with the 
bull in second place. 

Molly of Bayham, senior champion 
cow, was just fresh from many west- 
ern triumphs. The class in which she 
won was not as strong as the milk 
classes of some other years, and when 
it came to a choice of grand champion 
the decision was in favor of Lipsit’s 
junior champion, Forest Ridge S. A., a 
senior calf. The calf classes, particu- 
larly in females, were strong and uni- 
form and contained many individuals 
good enough for championship 
honors.

WHY THE HOLSTEIN !IS_ BEST 
DAIRY COW 


In publishing our second sale list 
and first complete directory of the 
members of the Southwestern New 
York Holstein Breeders’ Association 
we thought it advisable to present 
some argument as to why it is impor- 
tant that Holstein breeders of South- 
western New York should act together 
as an organization to advance the in- 
terests of our breed of cattle, and we 
have assigned to J. H. Ackley, the vet- 
eran breeder and first man to see the 
need of such an organization, this 
task. 

As it would seem that we ought to 
have some reason for trying to ad- 
vance our breed of cattle, I have as- 
sumed the task in this short letter of 
telling you how and why you should 
breed Holsteins. While this is not so 
easy a task as milking them, if I 
thought that I do it as well as I have 
done the milking, I should be well 
pleased with my effort. 

First we will consider how they 
should be bred. It is the first law of 
breeding that like begets like or the 
like of an ancestor, if this were a 
fixed rule there would be no chance 
for improvement; but like many good 
rules it has its exceptions, and it is in 
the exceptions and variations of the 
rule, often caused by local conditions, 
that we must look for improvement or 
deterioration. Cows like other ani- 
mals give milk primarily for their 
young, and the highly developed cow 
of today that will give twice her live 
weight of milk solids in a year and 
will produce more human food in 
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thirty days than a well bred steer can 
grow in one year, is the result of cen- 
turies of careful breeding and selec- 
tion. 

The Holstein cow was developed in 
Holland and Friesland, where grass 
grows very luxuriantly all through the 
growing season and where they are 
well fed through the winter; and it is 
not to be wondered at, if in the hands 
of some breeders that have poor pas- 
tures and are stingy in their feeding 
methods, that these cattle should de- 
teriorate. 

While no mill owner would try to 
drive a mill with an engine that was 
fed only fuel enough to produce 1-10 
of the required amount of steam, we 
see many dairymen who seem to be 
satisfied if their cows can get feed 
enough for two or three months to 
produce milk at a profit, to feed them 
enough to produce a little milk for 
three or four months more, and for 
the balance of the year to feed them 
just enough to keep the boiler warm. 
When they take the cost of keeping 
the boiler warm for the whole year 
(maintenance ration) from the few 
months of money earning production, 
they have very little left. 

Now let us consider the opposite 
side or from the standpoint of gener- 
ous feeding. Cows that are well fed, 
if they are well bred and of strong 
constitution, will go at their tasks 
with confidence and enthusiasm, and 
some of them, when they find that 
their food supply is unlimited and that 
they are expected to turn it into milk, 
will go at the job to show you what 
they can do; it is to these animals that 
show themselves capable of great 
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work that we must look for the im- 
provement of the breed. By selecting 
our bulls from cows of this kind, we 
are able to develop each succeeding 
generation to be better than the pre- 
ceding ones. 

It is here that our advanced regis- 
try -system comes into play, as it 
makes it possible for us to know what 
kind of animals are behind the stock 
that we are buying or breeding. 

As it would require a great lot of 
money to purchase a herd of cows 
that were all proven great producers, 
it is quite evident that a poor man to 
get such a herd, would require some 
time and good judgment in the selec- 
tion of his herd sires. While it is im- 
portant that we haveas good females 
as we can get, it is to the sire that we 
must look for the greatest improve- 
ment, for while the cow will have one 
calf in a year, the bull may have a 
great many. It is the old saying that 
the bull is half the herd. From the 
breeding standpoint he is all of that, 
and in the case of a well bred bull of 
strong prepotency he is much more. 
For this reason I believe that the be- 
ginner is justified in paying more for 
a bull than for any female. If a 
breeder is starting with a small num- 
ber of cows it might be better to hire 
the services of a good bull than to try 
to own one, and it certainly would be 
better than to use a common or infer- 
ior bull. 

So much for the breeding and feed- 
ing of Holsteins. Now let us consider 
why every dairyman in Southwestern 
New York should be a breeder of good 
Holsteins. 

It is a matter of common knowledge 
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that the fast growing cities of the 
State will require more milk every 
year; also that the large number of 
creameries and condensaries, which 
are largely supplying the same trade, 
will require a great and increasing 
quantity to supply their trade, and 
there is no breed of cattle that can 
produce this milk as cheaply as pure 
bred and well developed Holsteins. It 
is also a matter of common knowledge 
that a large proportion of the cows of 
the State do not earn any profit, in 
fact there are many that do not pay 
for what they eat. Now if we can re- 
place the scrub cows that give from 
2000 lbs. to 5000 Ibs. milk annually 
with pure bred Holsteins that will 
give from 8000 to 15,000 Ibs. milk in a 
year, what would be the result? To 
have something for comparison, we 
will suppose that there are 1000 dairy- 
men in Southwestern New York who 
keep 10,000 cows that average 4,000 
lbs. milk annually. If this milk could 
be sold for $1.50 per, hundred Ibs. 
(which is doubtful, as the small pro- 
ducing herds usually produce the most 
milk when it is cheapest), it would 
bring $60 per cow or $600 for ten 
cows. From this must be paid the 
feed which the cows consume, the 
wages of the dairyman and other ex- 
penses. It looks as if these dairymen 
would not be burdened with more 
wages than they could use. 

If these 1000 dairymen would re- 
place their 4000 Ib. cows, with 9000 Ib. 
Holsteins, the result would be like 
this: 9000 Ibs. milk at $1.50 would be 
$135 or $1350 for each ten cows. Now 
if these cows were fed under the rule 
that prevails at Phelandale (one Ib. 
grain for every three lbs. milk) we 
find that each dairy of ten cows would 
pay their keeper $500 per year more 
wages than the cows that gave 4000. 
If 1000 dairymen of Southwestern 
New York had $500 more wages, it 
would mean $500,000 more money for 
Southwestern New York, which would 
be a nice thing, not only for the dairy- 
men but for all other business as well. 

I believe that we can have 10,000 
Holstein cows in Southwestern New 
York that will average 9000 Ibs. or 
more of milk each, I believe that we 
will have 10,000 Holstein cows of 9000 
lbs. capacity, or better, if the members 
of the Southwestern New York Hol- 
stein Breeders Association strive for 
that object. I do not believe that it 
would be necessary for any breeder to 
keep a cow that would produce less 
than 9000 Ibs. milk in a year, if he 
would purchase good bulls from high 
producing ancestors and then be gen- 
erous in developing the offspring. 

One more reason why all dairymen 
of Southwestern New York should 
keep registered Holstein cattle. While 
it is true that good Holstein cows will 
pay for their feed and pay generously 
for their care in milk alone, it is also 
a fact that a little extra money is al- 
ways acceptable and we can get this 
from the sale of our surplus stock, and 
the better our herds may be as milk 
producers, the more valuable will be 
our surplus stock. 


And now, Brother Breeders, let us 


. all work together to make Southwest- 


ern New York noted for the high pro- 
ducing quality of its Holstein cows, 
remembering always the importance 
of breeding from: animals whose an- 
cestors were proven producers, that it 
takes all the hay and coarse fodder 
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that cows can eat for maintenance, 
that they will depend on grass, silage 
grain and other easily digested food 
for the material to manufacture milk 
and make their growth, and until we 
have furnished these to the full capa- 
city of the animal, we do not know 
her value. James Phelan, 
Forestville, N. Y.

Geo. Ek. Van Hagen, Barrington, IIL, 
writes: Referring to announcement 
of Barrington Breeders Association 
sale: These cattle will all come from 
the four large Holstein farms in the 
vicinity of Barrington. All these farms 
have been engaged in producing certi- 
fied milk, which is under the strictest 
supervision, not only in respect to 
tuberculin testing, but physical in- 
spection of cattle. The herds have 
all been regularly tuberculin tested 
for many years, and in addition, all 
animals entered in the sale of six 
months of age will be tested by U. S. 
government officials within thirty days 
prior to the sale, and these certificates 
will be on file, so the cattle may be 
shipped anywhere. 

Recently articles have appeared in 
the press that there was a special em- 
bargo placed on the transportation of 
cattle into, or out of, the five northern 
counties of Illinois, and that all such 
cattle must have passed a U. S. gov- 
ernment, or Illinois state test. Thus 
it might appear to the breeder at a 
distance not understanding conditions, 
that tuberculosis had gained a great 
foothold on Illinois cattle, and the 
prospective buyer therefor might re- 
frain from attending an Illinois sale. 
The Barrington Breeders Association 
are therefore very anxious that the 
true facts pertaining to their herds 
are known, so that they will not be 
made to suffer through conditions in 
which they are not concerned.

That Association Loan Bureau. 





We have given considerable and, 
we trust, due consideration to the 
proposition that there be established 
an “Association’s Loan Bureau.” 

While we appreciate the motives 
that prompt those who favor the idea, 
and recognizing the advantages that 
would be offered to many deserving 
individuals, hampered by lack of capi- 
tal, our best judgment is against the 
scheme. 

As a mere expression of personal 
opinion is of little value, we will give 
some of our reasons, though the state- 
ment of them, in order to be reason- 
ably condensed, will necessarily be 
somewhat sketchy; suggestive rather 
than finished. And as the proposition 
itself has not taken shape but only 
the form of a general suggestion, 
our reasons will have to be stated in 
general terms. 

1. Loaning money is an exacting 
business, calling for great experience, 
mature judgment, extreme care, and 
expert management. Loaning money 
wholly or chiefly on the security of 
personal property, the possession of 
which remains in the hands of the 
borrower, even though covered by a 
chattel mortgage, is still more un- 
stable. But loaning on such security 
as cattle, subject to total loss by 
death, and to depreciation by acci- 
dent and disease, particularly if on 
long time loans, and especially if the 
borrowers have little or no financial 
responsibility, and only meagre assets 
beyond the cattle bought with the 
borrowed money for which they are 
pledged as security, may well be 
called extra-hazardous. 

2. The security—the cattle; possibly 
the farm in some cases—must be 
passed upon—appraised— in the first 
instance by competent and expert 
judges of values, who should also 
know much concerning the character 
and ability of the borrower, and these 
cattle should also be supervised and 
regularly inspected, by equally com- 
petent judges, to guard against loss 
through depreciation. The business 
would be extensive and of necessity 
very extended, for the loans would be 
made in many different and widely 
separated places. Manifestly such ap- 
praisal and supervision could not be 
conducted by the “home office,” ex- 
cept within a very limited radius. The 
corps of appraisers and supervisors 
would have to be quite large and the 
men, even though the bureau had 
many branches or employed repre- 
sentatives in many localities (unde- 
sirable for many reasons, chiefly be- 
cause of spreading responsibility) 
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would have considerable travel. This 
expense for appraisal and supervision 
of the security, added to the salary 
list of the bureau (and it would take 
good men to manage such a loan busi- 
ness), plus the insurance on the se- 
curity, would be very considerable; 
probably prohibitive of low interest 
charges in Many cases. 

3. The suggestion that the rate to 
the borrower should be so low as to 
yield little or no profit to the Associa- 
tion’s bureau, and that the time of pay- 
ment be extended—two, three or 
more years so that the borrower can 
realize on his herd and its increase 
and make a profit, recognizing the 
possibility that he may make a loss, 
is, in the last analysis, philanthropic 
—from the heart rather than the head. 
To the extent that the suggestion is 
that the profits should be as much as 
possible, is would be poor philan- 
thropy; if it be that they should be as 
small as possible, it would be poor 
business; if it be that they should be 
somewhat less than can be made, it 
would be a mixture of business and 
philanthropy, which is bad business. 
With little or no profit, there would 
be no surplus—or an inadequate sur- 
plus, of profits to offset inevitable loss- 
es. Whatever else it may be and 
however worthy the motive, it is not 
“sound business” to conduct any en- 
terprise at little or no profit; on “easy 
terms,” and on extended credits. It 
might be desirable from some points 
of view, not from a purely business 
standpoint. 

4. A creditor who loans money, fore- 
closes the security, and sells the debt- 
ors’ property, is always unpopular, to 
say the least, with the debtor, his fam- 
ily, friends and neighbors. In many 
cases the bureau would be compelled 
to realize on the security; that is, 
would have to “sell up” the borrower 
in instances—often fellow members. 
A forced sale is always harsh, though 
it is business. An individual hates to 
do it; a bank has to, for it is a duty; 
but an association of fellow breeders 
would hardly want to take a fellow 
member’s all, in any case. The Asso- 
ciation’s bureau would accumulate a 
fund of resentment, however, unde- 
served, for every man unfortunate 
enough to lose out, would feel illused 
by his creditor—the Association. 

5. The conduct and management of 
the bureau would furnish a fruitful 
field for criticism, disputes and pos- 
sible dissension among the members 
at large. Good men and true differ on 
matters of policy, management and 
control. Were the scheme otherwise 
wholly desirable, this consideration 
might not outweigh; with other doubt- 
ful features, it takes its place in the 
scales. Discord is to be carefully 
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shunned; not courted; not even 
chanced unnecessarily. 

6. The available funds are not now, 
nor are they soon likely to be suffi- 
cient to supply the probable demand. 
This, of course, concedes the demand, 
the need of many individuals; but it 
indicates the certainty of friction, and 
a possibility of charges of favoritism, 
on the part of unsuccessful applicants. 

7. An individual or a bank might be 
willing to loan on the form of security 
proposed to be taken by the bureau, 
if the borrower were personally known 
as a good business man, of integrity 
and push, and where the security, the 
loan being made in the neighborhood, 
would be under the eye of the lender. 
No individual, no institution, looking 
at it as a matter for good business 
judgment, would be willing to make 
loans all over the country on such se- 
curity, and on long time, even at a 
high rate of interest. If we personally 
had $100,000 in the hands of the Asso- 
ciation we would not regard with fa- 
vor a proposition to loan it in the man- 
ner proposed. What we would not 
consider safe or good business for 
ourselves as individuals, we cannot 
favor as wise for the membership 
body. 

We appreciate that many of our 
good friends may take the opposite 
view. We recognize that many a man 
needs only a helping hand to start 
him on the road to success. We fully 
sympathize with the fine feeling that 
prompts any suggestion along that 
line. But we are writing singly to the 
question: “Would such a loan bureau 
be ‘sound business’ for the Holstein- 
Friesian Association?” 

That the surplus is large and likely 
to be too large to be wisely held as at 
present, seems to be the case. That 
this surplus should and can be safely 
used to benefit breeders and the breed 
to a greater extent than at present, is 
very probable. Ways in which this 
may be done occur to us as they have 
occurred to the minds of others. But 
“that is another story.” 

We trust you will acquit us of a de- 
sire to raise objections just for the 
sake of objecting—any one can do 
that in respect of any proposed plan. 
If the general scheme appealed to us. 
we would worry about the details; 
we would not point out what we might 
conceive to be its weak points without 
trying at the same time to suggest 
a remedy; but in trying to give the 
proposition of an “Association’s Loan 
Bureau” the due and fair considera- 
tion requested, we find ourselves this 
time “with the opposition.”

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Cash prizes for milk 
records have been au- 
thorized by the Execu- 
tive Committee of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association. Super- 
intendent Gardner announces that he 
has been directed to offer fifty dollars 
for the best milk record made in each 
class of the four prize divisions during 
the year 1914-15. This means an appro- 
priation for milk prizes of fourteen 
hundred dollars, as against fifteen 
thousand dollars set aside for butter 
prizes. It seems entirely fitting, as 
we have pointed-out in earlier issues, 
that the Association thus reward the 
breeder who establishes a higher mark 
in milk production; and the action of 
the Executive Committee will doubt- 
less meet with very general approval, 
but it is to be hoped that this good be- 
ginning will result eventually in a 
series of prizes that will provide recog- 
nition for a fair proportion of the 
great milk records that are doing as 
much as the great butter records to 
make Holstein- Friesian history. 

On account of the increased cost of 
conducting official tests, it is all the 
more desirable that the Association 
offer inducements that shall be as 
wide as possible in their application, 
for the making of creditable records. 

We are not sure that every record 
above certain marks for either milk 
or butter, ought not to entitle the

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breeder making it, to a stated cash 
prize in accordance with a fixed scale 
of awards. 

The close of the present fiscal year, 
will doubtless show a larger amount 
in the treasury of the Association than 
ever before. Our great organization 
has long been on a substantial self- 
sustaining basis, and its position is 
now secure by reason of the rule pro- 
viding that each member shall pay 
for his own herd-book and annual Ad- 
vanced Registry report. Therefore, 
the question of how to spend our mon- 
ey wisely and for the greatest good 
of all to whom it belongs, is becoming 
a problem of growing importance. It 
is not too-soon now to begin planning. 
for the year to come. The World be- 
lieves that the Association should 
adopt some means of reducing the 
expense of official testing for the indi- 
vidual breeder, and we can think of 
no better way to do this than to pro- 
vide a wider distribution of prizes for 
both butter and milk production. 

We shall be glad to hear the opin- 
ion of our readers on this important 
subject.

WHY HOLSTEINS? 
By L. G. Kirkland 

I have been asked many times 
whether I would advise people to in- 
vest in pure-bred Holsteins, and also 
why I would choose this breed. 

My first reason is I love and admire 
good cattle; and I would say, don’t ex- 
pect to become a successful breeder 
of pure-bred cattle unless you have 
a real liking for them, there would be 
just one chance for success in your 
case, that is by handling and getting 
with them you would learn to love 
and admire them. 

Why is a Holstein more likable than 
any other breed of cattle? Because of 
her beauty and docility. Can you show 
me anything in the color line equalling 
the black and white with the rich 
green pasture background, a brook 
and a few shade trees to complete the 
scene? Such scenes as these I think 
help to make real life to many a farm- 
er and family. As to gentleness, a 
few days since, upon visiting a neigh- 
boring herd, I saw a boy about four 
years of age walk up and put his arms 
about the head of the two-year-old 
bull that was in the stable. I do not 
wish to be understood as advising 
such carelessness with any bull, but 
the ease with which most bulls of this 
breed can be handled is one point in 
their favor. Many of them reaching 
an old age and never becoming vi- 
cious. That same disposition makes 
easy the breaking of heifers the first 
time they freshen, makes things move 
more smoothly in the stable where 
you have to depend on hired help. 

We keep cows to sell milk or milk 
products and to raise stock. That is 
another place where the Holstein es- 
pecially appeals to me, with their 
strong vigorous calves ready to go 
right on growing with hearty appetites 
and good digestive organs. This is an 
advantage we have to a marked de- 
gree over some breeds and it seems to 
me a cow that can throw so much 
strength and vitality into their off- 
spring must put a little of that vitality 
into her milk; therefore I can drink 
this rugged Holstein cow’s milk with 
a relish, feeling that it is likely to be 
free from disease or any harmful 
properties which might be found in an 
animal of less vigorous constitution. 
When it comes to a_ dollar-and- 
cents proposition, we are simply mar- 
keting the produce of the farm through 
our cows. The Holstein, I think it is 
generally conceded, has great capacity 
for handling the roughage most easily 
raised on our farms. Her ability to 
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produce phenomenal amounts of milk 
is so commonly known that to hear 
of a cow producing eighty to one hun- 
dred pounds of milk a day for some 
stated period of time fails to create 
a sensation or cause undue comment. 
We must have cattle of greater pro- 
duction, with our high priced labor, 
additional restrictions and demands 
made by the public relative to milk 
products, if we are to compete in the 
markets of the world with our product. 
This day of rapid transit makes the 
world any man’s market, so we must 
be in a position to compete with any- 
one. 

It seems that in Western New York 
we should have a market for pure- 
bred cattle that should encourage 
many to make a beginning. If you 
will take one of the maps of New 
York State in Circular No. 17 of Cor- 
nell Agricultural College you will find 
that we, in this end of the state, fall 
behind an average production of four 
thousand two hundred pounds of milk 
per cow; on another map in the same 
circular you will find that we are in a 
zone where they have less than 2 per 
cent pure-bred cattle; one more look 
at these maps and as you study them 
you will see where they have the 
heaviest milk production in the state, 
there you will find the largest per 
cent of pure-bred cattle; where the 
least pure-bred cattle a correspond- 
ing decrease in average flow of milk. 
It seems that is an argument for pure- 
bred cattle that is answerable in but 
one way—get some; take care of them 
and make this end of New York State 
equal to any spot in this great country 
of ours, and to do this I see but one 
breed—the great vigorous, good-na- 
tured black and white milk machine 
that we call Holstein.

Large Yearly Records. 


Cows in the registered Holstein- 
Friesian herd owned by A. W. Morris 
& Sons Corporation, Woodland, Cal., 
are keeping up the remarkable record 
established by the herd for large year- 
ly production. 

Among those to finish recently are 
Riverside Seely Girl, 17,590 pounds 
milk, 634.91 pounds butter fat; Laura 
Netherland Gerben 2d, 16,943 pounds 
milk, 624.80 pounds butter fat; Cobos- 
sie Butter Girl, 19,543.2 pounds milk, 
662.90 pounds butter fat; Louise of 
Riverside, 18,362:3 pounds milk, 651.38 
pounds butter fat; Ethel of Riverside, 
16,569.38 pounds milk, 640.87 pounds 
butter fat. 

It is worthy of comment that in this 
latest lot to finish, any one of the 
cows in the average herd would be 
considered a top notcher, but these 
five are only individuals in a group of 
more than 50 cows in a single herd 
that have each made noteworthy rec- 
ords. 
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The real sensation in the Morris 
herd, however, is going to be an- 
nounced in about three months, bar- 
ring unforseen accidents. That great 
worker, Tilly Alcartra, is almost cer- 
tain to produce over 30,000 pounds of 
milk, and thereby break all previous 
records for any cow of any breed.
